SYNPOSIS 


On December 1, 2017, an Internal Affairs Bureau Force and Shooting Rollout Team 
comprised of Lieutenant James Powers and Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Omar 
Camacho, responded to Norwalk Sheriff's Station regarding a use of force. The use of 
force occurred at Edwards Road, in the city of La Mirada. The use of force 
resulted in the suspect sustaining fractures to the right cheek bone and temporal bone. 
The suspect also sustained swelling and bruising to the left side of the abdomen. The 
incident was documented under URN #017-17458-0469-056. Refer to [Exhibit A]. 


SUMMARY 


On December 1, 2017, Norwalk Station received an attempt suicide call a 
tag-298 [Exhibit B]. The call indicated a 

female named Vanessa (later identified as Suspect Hernandez) had a large kitchen 

knife and wanted to commit “suicide by a cop.” The informant was Suspect Hernandez. 


Unit 46K4, Deputy Balarosan received the call for service and coordinated the call with 


assisting units. Deputy Balarosan arrived to the location and observed Suspect 
Hernandez holding a large kitchen knife in her right hand and a glass smoking narcotic

pipe in her left hand. Deputy Balarosan observed Suspect Hernandez brandishing the 
knife in an aggressive manner, and stating she wanted to kill herself. Assisting units 
46G, Deputies | and Roman, and unit 46K5, Deputy Alatorre responded and 
arrived on scene. Deputy Roman broadcasted emergent traffic, advising they were 
detaining Suspect Hernandez at gunpoint. 


While keeping a safe distance (30-40 feet) from Suspect Hernandez, Deputy Balarosan 
assigned assisting Deputy) with less lethal (stun bag), Deputy Alatorre with 
lethal (handgun), and Deputy Roman with less lethal (Taser). 


IAB Note: Unit 41S, Sergeant Godin Gonzalez arrived at the location at 
approximately 1912 hours. Sergeant Gonzalez advised “40S” was 
on scene; however, his call sign was 41S. Sergeant Gonzalez 
provided a video camera, that recorded Suspect Hernandez’ 
behavior and the use of force. Deputy Pantoja recorded the incident 
[EXHIBIT C]. 


Assisting units 43K1, Deputy Pierina Gentille, 43K5, Deputy Casey Goble, 45D2, 
Deputies Daniel Rodriguez and Jeremy Licona, 45D3, Deputies David Pantoja and Alan 
Hernandez, 45K1, Deputies Chad Crisafi and Michael Ovalle, 46K1, Deputy Jeremy 
Mangahis, 46K2, Deputy Kevin Ethridge, 46171, Deputy Israel Becerra, 46G1, Deputies 
John Kleeh and Seth Johnson, 48, Deputies Daisy Rosales and Luis Molina, 48K2, 
Deputy Scott Reynal, and SAM 918B4, Deputy Ralpheal Banks assisted Deputy 
Balarosan as needed. 


Sergeant Gonzalez formulated a tactical plan and assigned additional deputy personnel 
to less lethal; Deputy Rodriguez was assigned a stun bag and Deputy Balarosan was 
assigned to the Arwen. Sergeant Gonzalez designated an arrest team composed of 
Deputies Becerra and Alatorre, and assigned Deputy Pantoja to record the incident. 
Sergeant Gonzalez directed ae __| and Rodriguez to employ the stun bag if 
Suspect Hernandez advanced toward deputy personnel or if Suspect Hernandez 
attempted to retreat back inside the residence, where her [ENW itness 

was staying. 


IAB Note: Sam 918B4, Deputy Banks arrived on scene at approximately 1940 
hours. 


Sergeant Gonzalez established a north and south containment on Edwards Road to 
prevent Suspect Hernandez from creating an avenue of escape, and also to prevent 
civilians from entering the area. 


IAB Note: Los Angeles County Fire Department, Engine 49, under the 
direction of Captain Lombardo, were staging near the scene. 


Several deputies on scene attempted to communicate with Suspect Hernandez by 
giving her verbal commands to drop the knife; however, after approximately 30 minutes 
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of an unsuccessful resolution, Suspect Hernandez made an attempt to advance 
deputies on scene. Suspect Hernandez said “Okay, I'm just going to have to do this.” 
Suspect Hernandez began to count as she took a step forward. She clinched the knife 
with her right hand and advanced toward deputy personnel. Deput Ae ec 
“stun bag, stun bag” as she aimed at Suspect Hernandez’ low center mass from a 
distance of 30-35 feet, and struck Suspect Hernandez in the left lower abdomen. The 
impact of the stun bag round caused Suspect Hernandez to lean forward, moving her 
head toward her waist and she began to fall to the ground. Simultaneously, Deputy 
Rodriguez aimed the stun bag at Suspect Hernandez’ low center mass and fired from a 
distance of 35-40 feet. The stun bag round struck Suspect Hernandez on the right 
cheek. Suspect Hernandez fell on her back, releasing the grip on the knife. 


IAB Note: Deputy IE fired two rounds from her stun bag; however, only 
one round struck Suspect Hernandez in the abdomen. 


The arrest team composed of Deputies Becerra and Alatorre approached Suspect 
Hernandez; Deputies Balarosan and Rosales assisted the arrest team, and approached 
Suspect Hernandez. Deputy Becerra grabbed the knife from the ground above Suspect 
Hernandez’ head, and threw it away from Suspect Hernandez’ reach. Deputy Becerra 
grabbed Suspect Hernandez’ right hand and turned Suspect Hernandez on her 
stomach. Deputy Becerra grabbed Suspect Hernandez’ left arm, placed it behind her 
back, and handcuffed Suspect Hernandez’ wrists, with the assistance of Deputy 
Alatorre. 


Deputy Rosales conducted a pat down for weapons on Suspect Hernandez and with the 
assistance of Deputy Becerra, Suspect Hernandez was escorted to a patrol vehicle, 
while waiting for the fire department to arrive. 


Los Angeles County Fire, Engine 49 arrived and evaluated Suspect Hernandez’ 
condition. Suspect Hernandez was subsequently transported to Whittier Presbyterian 
Hospital for further medical treatment. Emergency Room, Dr. Michael Lee was Suspect 
Hernandez’ attending physician under patient numbe! . Unit 48/P, Deputy 
Daisy Rosales accompanied paramedics during the transportation of Suspect 
Hernandez. No deputies were injured. 


IAB Note: All personnel involved in the Use of Force, including witnesses 
authored reports [Exhibit A]. Some of the supplemental reports 
authored by deputy personnel had an incorrect file number. The 
correct file number was 017-17458-0469-056. 
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INVESTIGATION 


The initial contact with Suspect Hernandez and the use of force was video recorded by 
Deputy Pantoja [Exhibit C]. 


IAB Sergeants Alvarez and Camacho interviewed Suspect Hernandez at Whittier 
Presbyterian Hospital. 


IAB Note: Whittier Presbyterian, Emergency Room, Doctor Michael Lee 
confirmed the injuries Suspect Hernandez sustained were 
consistent with the amount of force used and reported. 


IAB investigators reviewed all written reports authored for the use of force. Deputy 
Balarosan authored the original criminal report. Sergeant Gonzalez and Deputies 
Rodriguez, Licona, Pantoja, Hernandez, Crisafi, Ovalle S Roman, Ethridge, 
Alatorre, Becerra, Kleeh, Johnson, Rosales, Molina, Reynal, and Banks prepared 
supplemental reports describing their observations and actions. 


The following deputies responded; however, they did not witness any force, and did not 
author supplemental reports: Deputies Gentille, unit 43K1/P, Goble unit 43K5/P, 
Mangahis unit 46K1/P, and Deputy Racz, Air 24. Based on this information their 
interviews were not summarized within this investigation. 


Utilizing Department resources, IAB investigators located two calls for service related to 
Suspect Hernandez. All of the calls occurred between June 3, 2017 and June 20, 2017, 
which were mental illness related [Miscellaneous Documents]. 


REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISISIONS 


The radio transmissions included suspect description, suspect demeanor and location. 
Units on scene broadcasted up to date information regarding the suspect's demeanor, 
weapon in hand and deployments of less lethal weapons (Stun bag).

She 
also sustained swelling and bruising to the left side of her abdomen. Witness Rosales 
accompanied Suspect Hernandez during the transportation to the hospital, and 
remained with her at the hospital throughout the duration of this investigation. 


IAB Note: Suspect Hernandez’ injuries were photographed by IAB 
investigators [Exhibit E]. 


Suspect Hernandez was treated for her injuries by Dr. Michael Lee of Whittier 


Presbyterian under patient numbe! . Suspect Hernandez was placed on a 
72 hour hold evaluation by S918B4, Deputy Banks. 
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IAB Note: Deputies on scene believed Suspect Hernandez was under the 
influence of a controlled substance because of her irratic 
behavior. Additionally, Suspect Hernandez told IAB investigators 
she had injested Methampethamnine earlier on the date of the 
incident; however, medical records revealed no evidence of drugs 
in her system.

A 
disc copy was provided to IAB investigators [Exhibit C].

The following is a summary of the recorded interviews of the involved employees, 
witnesses and suspect's statements to IAB investigators. For additional information, 
refer to the attached verbatim transcripts and/or audio files. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEES’ STATEMENTS: 


— | 


On August 27, 2018, at approximately 1916 hours, dep. was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. 
Deputy as represented by Attorney William Hadden from Rains, Lucia and 
Stern. The interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy arrived on scene along with her partner Deputy Roman. Deputy M 
observed Suspect Hernandez standing in the front lawn of her house, holding a large 
kitchen knife. Suspect Hernandez was “waving the knife around and saying that she was 
gonna kill herself and she was screaming at us saying to shoot her, to shoot her.” 


Suspect Hernandez began to close the distance by walking toward Deput and 
her partners. Suspect Hernandez stopped in front o Edwards Road, approximately 
40 feet from Deputy and her partners. 


Deputy was assigned to deploy a stun bag and was directed by Sergeant 
Gonzalez to employ the stun bag if Suspect Hernandez advanced toward deputy 
personnel, or if she returned to her house. Deru gave Suspect Hernandez 
numerous verbal commands to drop the knife; however, Suspect Hernandez did not 
comply. Suspect Hernandez was agitated, extremely aggressive, and was sweating 
profusely. 


Suspect Hernandez continued to ignore verbal commands given by Deut and 
pointed the knife in a throwing motion. Deput: dealt with Suspect Hernandez in 
the past and was aware of her intentions. Deput: said “when she’s gonna charge 
at us, she counts to three and that’s the same action she started doing.” Dep. 
was frightened as Suspect Hernandez began pumping herself up, breathing heavy an 
counting. — stated as soon as Suspect Hernandez counted to number two, 
Deputy yelled “stun bag, stun bag” and fired the stun bag at Suspect Hernandez’ 
abdominal area. Deput heard a second stun bag round fired by Deputy 
Rodriguez. Deput stated Suspect Hernandez was hit in the stomach by the stun 
bag she fired. Deputy ired the stun bag a second time after Deputy Rodriguez 
had fired his stun bag. 
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Deputy EE said Suspect Hernandez fell to the ground and was handcuffed by the 
arrest team. Deputy] reported her use of force to Sergeant Gonzalez. 


DEPUTY DANIEL RODRIGUEZ 


On August 27, 2018, at approximately 2012 hours, Deputy Daniel Rodriguez was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. 
Deputy Rodriguez was represented by Attorney William Hadden from Rains, Lucia and 
Stern. The interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Rodriguez heard radio traffic regarding a female holding a knife, attempting to 
commit suicide by a cop. Deputy Rodriguez and his partner, Deputy Licona, arrived and 
deployed the stun bag from their patrol vehicle. Deputy Rodriguez observed Suspect 
Hernandez on the sidewalk, “holding a knife in one hand and a glass narcotic’s pipe in 
the other hand.” 


Sergeant Gonzalez directed Deputy Rodriguez to employ the stun bag if Suspect 
Hernandez advanced toward deputy personnel or if Suspect Hernandez returned to her 
residence. 


Suspect Hernandez made statements for deputies not to use the stun bag and to use 
the “real thing.” Deputy Rodriguez said Suspect Hernandez wanted deputies to use a 
firearm. Suspect Hernandez pointed the knife at deputies and was talking to herself. 
Deputy] gave Suspect Hernandez verbal commands to place the knife down. 
He also told her they were there to help her out, and were not trying to hurt Suspect 
Hernandez. Suspect Hernandez did not obey verbal commands and was not 
acknowledging anything deputies were telling her. 


Deputy Rodriguez saw Suspect Hernandez tensing up and getting a “better grip on the 
knife.” Suspect Hernandez said “all right, l'm gonna do it, I'm gonna do it." Deputy 
Rodriguez thought Suspect Hernandez was trying to build her courage and began to 
count as she took a step forward. Deputy Rodriguez said he felt fear Suspect 
Hernandez was going to is partners and end up hurting herself. Deputy 
Rodriguez heard a 2! “stun bag” and he immediately fired his stun bag 
at Suspect Rodriguez. Deputy Rodriguez said Deputy round “caused Suspect 
Hernandez to bend forward a little bit.” Deputy Rodriguez said his stun bag round 
struck Suspect Hernandez on the right side of her cheek. 


Deputy Rodriguez said Deputy stun bag round impacted first, hitting Suspect 
Hernandez in the stomach, causing her to lean forward. Deputy Rodriguez fired the 
stun bag simultaneously aiming at low center mass. Suspect Hernandez fell to the 
ground and was handcuffed by the arrest team. 


Deputy Rodriguez reported his use of force to Sergeant Rodriguez following the 
incident. 
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SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS: 
SERGEANT GODIN GONZALEZ 


On August 14, 2018, at approximately 1336 hours, Sergeant Godin Gonzalez was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Sergeant Gonzalez responded to a call for service regarding a female with a knife who 
wanted to commit suicide by a cop. Sergeant Gonzalez arrived on scene and observed 
Suspect Hernandez holding a “butcher knife” in one hand and a “meth pipe” in the other 
hand. Sergeant Gonzalez formulated a tactical plan and assigned deputies with lethal 
and less lethal weapons. Prior to Sergeant Gonzalez arrival, a stun bag was deployed 
by Deputy M Sergeant Gonzalez assigned Deputy Alatorre to lethal (handgun), 
Deputy Roman to a Taser, Deputy Balarosan to an Arwen, Deputy Rodriguez to a 
secondary stun bag, and Deputies Becerra and Alatorre to an arrest team. Sergeant 
Gonzalez stated Deputy Reynal was handling radio communications with Sheriff's 
Communication Center (SCC), and Deputy Pantoja was assigned to record the incident 
with the field sergeant’s video camera. 


Sergeant Gonzalez used additional deputies on scene to provide security to prevent 
vehicles and pedestrians from entering the area. Sergeant Gonzalez stated he 
requested a S918 unit to respond Code 3 to the location. Sergeant Gonzalez said the 
fire department was staging during this incident. Sergeant Gonzalez saw Suspect 
Hernandez extremely agitated, moving back and forth, and making threats to harm 
herself and to attack deputy personnel with the knife. Suspect Hernandez was standing 
approximately 30-40 feet from deputy personnel. Sergeant Gonzalez directed Deputies 
a. Rodriguez to use the stun bag if Suspect Hernandez advanced toward 
them, or if she retreated back to her residence, which was occupied by family members. 


Sergeant Gonzalez assigned De ut communicate with Suspect Hernandez, 
since it appeared Deputy had a rapport with her. He also assigned Deputy 
Becerra to communicate with Suspect Hernandez, to attempt to de-escalate the 
situation by giving her verbal commands to drop the knife. Suspect Hernandez did not 
follow verbal commands and appeared to be “zoned out.” 


After approximately 30 minutes of trying to de-escalate the situation by using verbal 
commands, Suspect Hernandez said “are you ready.” Suspect Hernandez took an 
aggressive stance by placing one foot in front of the other. Based on Suspect 
Hernandez’ assaultive behavior, Sergeant Gonzalez directed Deputy io employ 
the stun bag at Suspect Hernandez. Deputies land Rodriguez fired their stun 
bags, hitting Suspect Hernandez. Deput: fired a second round; however, 
Sergeant Gonzalez did not know if that round hit Suspect Hernandez. 
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The stun bag rounds had an immediate effect. Suspect Hernandez dropped the knife 
and fell backwards. The arrest team (Deputies Becerra, Alatorre, Rosales, and 
Balarosan) approached Suspect Hernandez and handcuffed her. 


Sergeant Gonzalez said Deputy M stun bag round hit Suspect Hernandez in the 
stomach and Deputy Rodriguez’ stun bag round hit Suspect Hernandez on the right side 
of the face. Sergeant Gonzalez explained the stun bag round fired by Deputy 

buckled Suspect Hernandez forward, causing Deputy Rodriguez’ stun bag round to hit 
her in the face, although Deputy Rodriguez was aiming at center mass. 


Suspect Hernandez was transported to Whittier Presbyterian for medical treatment of 
the injuries she sustained. 


Sergeant Gonzalez debriefed the incident with deputy personnel regarding the use of 
force and made sure all personnel who used or witnessed force provided a 
supplemental report. 


DEPUTY JOHN BALAROSAN 


On August 14, 2018, at approximately 1658 hours, Deputy John Balarosan was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


oe Balarosan was the handling unit for an attempt suicide by cop at 


Deputy Balarosan coordinated the call with assisting units and 
assigned less lethal weapons. Deputy Balarosan met with assisting units north of the 
location and assigned Deputy Alatorre with lethal (handgun), Deputy a stun 
bag, and Deputy Roman a Taser. Deputy Balarosan assigned himself the Arwen. 


Deputy Balarosan arrived at the location and saw a female (Suspect Hernandez) 
matching the description given in the call holding a large kitchen knife. Suspect 
Hernandez was standing on the west sidewalk, wielding the knife as she paced back 
and forth. Deputy Balarosan and his partners positioned themselves approximately 30- 
35 feet from Suspect Hernandez, and began to give Suspect Hernandez verbal 
commands to drop the knife. 


Sergeant Gonzalez arrived on scene, formulated a tactical plan, and assigned Deputy 
Rodriguez to deploy an additional stun bag. Suspect Hernandez continued to pace 
back and forth, yelling "just shoot me, just shoot me.” As Suspect Hernandez advanced 
toward deputy personnel, Deputy aimed at center mass and fired the stun bag, 
hitting Suspect Hernandez in the stomach. Deputy Rodriguez also fired the stun bag. 
Suspect Hernandez fell and was handcuffed by the arrest team. Suspect Hernandez 
was transported to Whittier Presbyterian Hospital for medical treatment. 
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DEPUTY ALONSO ALATORRE 


On August 14, 2018, at approximately 1509 hours, Deputy Alonso Alatorre was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Alatorre arrived at the location and recognized Suspect Hernandez from prior 
contacts. Suspect Hernandez was holding a “large butcher knife in her right hand. 


Sergeant Gonzalez assigned Deputy Alatorre to lethal (handgun). Verbal commands 
were given to Suspect Hernandez to drop the knife, however; Suspect Hernandez 
became agitated and advanced toward deputy personnel. Deputy EE fred the stun 
bag hitting Suspect Hernandez’ torso area. As Suspect Hernandez leaned forward, 
Deputy Alatorre heard a second stun bag fire. Suspect Hernandez fell backwards and 
was handcuffed by the arrest team. 


DEPUTY ISRAEL BECERRA 


On August 27, 2018, at approximately 1826 hours, Deputy Israel Becerra was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. 
Deputy Becerra was represented by Attorney William Hadden from Rains, Lucia and 
Stern. The interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Becerra arrived on scene and saw Suspect Hernandez standing on the west 
side of the street, holding a “steak knife” with her right hand. Sergeant Gonzalez 
assigned Deputy Becerra to the arrest team, and assigned other deputies to lethal and 
less lethal weapons. 


Suspect Hernandez was given verbal commands to drop the knife; however, she began 
walking toward their direction. Deputy fired the stun bag at Suspect Hernandez 
and a second stun bag was fired by Deputy Rodriguez. Suspect Hernandez fell on her 
buttocks and dropped the knife. Deputy Becerra approached Suspect Hernandez and 
threw the knife in a southern direction away from Suspect Hernandez. Deputy Becerra 
handcuffed Suspect Hernandez with the assistance of the arrest team. 


DEPUTY DAISY ROSALES 


On August 22, 2018, at approximately 1800 hours, Deputy Daisy Rosales was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Rosales arrived on scene with her partner, Deputy Molina, and was assigned to 
lethal (handgun) by Sergeant Gonzalez. Several verbal commands were given to 
Suspect Hernandez to drop the knife. Suspect Hernandez refused to comply and “she 
began to count down.” Deputy Rosales heard two stun bag rounds go off, and saw 
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Suspect Hernandez fall backwards. Deputy Rosales assisted the arrest team by 
conducting a pat down and escorting Suspect Hernandez to a patrol vehicle. 


DEPUTY RAUL ROMAN 


On August 14, 2018, at approximately 1425 hours, Deputy Raul Roman was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Roman arrived with his partner, Deputy B Deputy Roman saw Suspect 
Hernandez holding a “large butcher knife.” Deputy Roman activated the duplex-patch 
advising units of his observations. Sergeant Gonzalez arrived on scene and formulated 
a tactical plan, assigning Deputy Roman to less lethal (Taser). Suspect Hernandez 
“bladed her body, kind of almost took like a, like a ready, set position getting ready to 
charge toward us while she was still, still holding the knife.” Deu ec “stun 
bag, stun bag.” Both Deputieg and Rodriguez fired the stun bag at Suspect 
Hernandez. Suspect Hernandez fell and was handcuffed by the arrest team. 


DEPUTY DAVID PANTOJA 


On August 14, 2018, at approximately 1552 hours, Deputy David Pantoja was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Pantoja arrived with his partner, Deputy Hernandez, and was directed by 
Sergeant Gonzalez to record the incident on video. Deputy Pantoja positioned the 
video camera on top of a patrol vehicle, and reached inside the vehicle’s compartment 
to retrieve the public announcement system (P.A.). Deputy Pantoja reached inside and 
heard three shots consistent with a stun bag. The arrest team approached Suspect 
Hernandez and handcuffed her. 


DEPUTY ALAN HERNANDEZ 


On August 22, 2018, at approximately 1843 hours, Deputy Alan Hernandez was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Hernandez arrived with his partner, Deputy Pantoja, and assisted the handling 
unit with gathering information from the neighbors nearby. Deputy Hernandez heard a 
stun bag fired three times, and saw Suspect Hernandez on the ground screaming. 
Suspect Hernandez was handcuffed and treated by the fire department on scene. 
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DEPUTY SCOTT REYNAL 


On August 20, 2018, at approximately 2139 hours, Deputy Scott Reynal was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Jaime Alvarez at Norwalk Station. The interview was 
audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Reynal arrived to the location, assisted Sergeant Gonzalez as needed, and 
relieved Deputy Roman of radio duties. As Deputy Reynal gathered some information, 
he heard three stun bag rounds deploy, and as he looked up, he saw Suspect 
Hernandez fall to the ground dropping the knife. Suspect Hernandez was handcuffed 
by the arrest team and treated by the fire department. 


DEPUTY KEVIN ETHRIDGE 


On August 22, 2018, at approximately 1528 hours, Deputy Kevin Ethridge was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Aero Bureau, in the 
city of Long Beach. The interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Ethridge provided extra security behind the deputies engaging with Suspect 
Hernandez. Deputy Ethridge heard three stun bag rounds deploy, and as he turned 
around, he saw Suspect Hernandez on the ground. The arrest team approached 
Suspect Hernandez and handcuffed her without incident. 


DEPUTY SETH JOHNSON 


On August 14, 2018, at approximately 1054 hours, Deputy Seth Johnson was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Alhambra Court. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Johnson arrived with his partner Deputy Kleeh and established a containment 
approximately forty feet north of the location. Deputy Johnson heard three “pops” which 
was the stun bag being deployed. Deputy Johnson turned around and saw Suspect 
Hernandez on the ground being handcuffed by deputies. 


DEPUTY JOHN KLEEH 


On August 14, 2018, at approximately 1801 hours, Deputy John Kleeh was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Kleeh arrived with his partner Deputy Johnson and position themselves 
approximately fifty feet north of the location providing crowd control. Deputy Kleeh 
heard three stun bag rounds fired at Suspect Hernandez. Deputy Kleeh turned around 
and saw “multiple deputies on top of her trying to handcuff her.” Deputy Kleeh did not 
witness which deputies handcuffed Suspect Hernandez because he turned and faced 
the crowd, who attempted to advance. 
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DEPUTY JEREMY LICONA 


On August 14, 2018, at approximately 1625 hours, Deputy Jeremy Licona was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Licona arrived with his partner Deputy Rodriguez and provided security to the 
rear of a patrol vehicle. Deputy Licona heard Sergeant Gonzalez ordering the stun bag 
to be fired and heard three stun bag rounds deploy. Deputy Licona said the first round 
hit Suspect Hernandez in the stomach, “which caused her body to buckle.” Deputy 
Licona saw Suspect Hernandez fall and was then handcuffed by the arrest team, 
consisting of Deputies Balarosan, Rosales, and Becerra. 


DEPUTY LUIS MOLINA 


On August 20, 2018, at approximately 1212 hours, Deputy Luis Molina was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Jaime Alvarez at the IAB office. The interview was audio 
recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Molina arrived with his partner Daisy Rosales. Deputy Molina positioned himself 
approximately 50 feet south of where Suspect Hernandez was standing, to prevent her 
from fleeing southbound. Deputy Molina heard a stun bag fired approximately three 
times. Suspect Hernandez was handcuffed and transported to Whittier Presbyterian 
Hospital. Deputy Molina stated he did not witness the force, nor who handcuffed 
Suspect Hernandez. 


DEPUTY RALPHEAL BANKS 


On August 23, 2018, at approximately 1142 hours, Deputy Ralpheal Banks was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at the IAB office. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Banks was assigned to the Mental Evaluation Team as unit S918B4 and 
responded Code 3 to the location. Deputy Banks arrived and saw Suspect Hernandez 
pacing back and forth holding a kitchen knife. Suspect Hernandez was saying “just 
shoot me, shoot me, shoot me.” Deputy Banks heard two stun bag rounds deploy. 


Suspect Hernandez fell and was handcuffed by the arrest team. Deputy Banks 
responded to Whittier Presbyterian and placed a 5150 WIC, 72 hour hold on Suspect 
Hernandez. Deputy Banks stated Suspect Hernandez might have been under the 
influence of “some sort of drugs.” 
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DEPUTY RUSSELL HELBING 


On August 28, 2018, at approximately 1120 hours, Deputy Russell Helbing was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeant Jaime Alvarez at Bracket Field Airport, 1889 McKinley 
Avenue, in the city of La Verne. The interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Helbing was assigned as a tactical flight deputy for Air 24, and responded to 
ae Upon arrival, Deputy Helbing saw ten or more deputies, some 
with stun bags, at least one Taser and several other deputies standing behind patrol 


vehicles. Deputy Helbing saw Suspect Hernandez on the west sidewalk holding a knife 
with her hand. 


Deputies requested Air 24 to raise their altitude because the noise of the helicopter was 
preventing them from communicating with Suspect Hernandez. The altitude of the 
helicopter was raised from 400 to approximately 800 feet. Using the forward-looking 
infrared (FLIR) camera (infrared camera that sees in degrees of heat, displaying in 
black and white), Deputy Helbing observed a deputy shoot Suspect Hernandez with a 
stun bag, causing Suspect Hernandez to fall to the ground. Deputies approached 
Suspect Hernandez and took her into custody. 


DEPUTY CHAD CRISAFI 


On August 14, 2018, at approximately 1537 hours, Deputy Chad Crisafi was 
interviewed by IAB Sergeants Jaime Alvarez and Javier Azteca at Norwalk Station. The 
interview was audio recorded and transcribed. 


Deputy Crisafi arrived and positioned himself approximately 100 hundred yards away 
from where Suspect Hernandez was standing. Deputy Crisafi heard “a popping noise”, 
and when he turned around, he saw Suspect Hernandez fall to the ground. Deputy 
Crisafi did not witness the force because he was focused on keeping the neighbors 
away from the location.

Suspect Hernandez had a “pipe” in her hand; however, Wines ra 
was not aware Suspect Hernandez was in possession of a knife. Suspect Hernandez 
called Norwalk Station while she sat outside her residence. 


Witness UG outside her window and saw Suspect Hernandez with a 
knife in her hand. She also saw deputies and heard them telling her} to place 
the knife down. Witness walked into her's room and heard shots 
coming from the outside. Witness] walked outside and saw Suspect 
Hernandez on the ground handcuffed.

SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 
SUSPECT: VANESSA HERNANDEZ 


On December 1, 2017, at approximately 2343 hours, IAB investigators, Sergeants 
Jaime Alvarez and Omar Camacho interviewed Suspect Hernandez at Whittier 
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Presbyterian Hospital in the city of Whittier. The interview was audio recorded and 
transcribed [Exhibit H]. 


Suspect Hernandez said she was upset because she was accused of being a child 
molester. Suspect Hernandez said she tried to commit suicide before, so she called 
911 and told them she wanted to commit suicide by a cop. Suspect Hernandez said 
“I'm on drugs you know and just | have bipolar and major depression and you know, and 
drugs in particular.” Suspect Hernandez said she had a knife in her right hand and a 
“meth pipe” in her left hand. Suspect Hernandez stopped walking toward them 
(deputies) because they pointed their guns at her. 


Suspect Hernandez stated deputies told her to put the knife down. Suspect Hernandez 
wanted to place the knife down, and “didn’t do it you know.” Suspect Hernandez stated 
“| kind of was jumping around and like, kind of like going toward them and then coming 
right back.” Suspect Hernandez said that is when she was shot in the face and in the 
stomach with a “bean bag.” 


Suspect Hernandez said she used Methamphetamine earlier on the date of the incident, 


but did not consume alcohol. Suspect Hernandez has been placed on a 72 hour hold 
approximately five times. 
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
